The Board aothoriied Prof. Jonea 
to open night sohool In the High 
School building, and this will he done 
Immediately. 

The following resolutions were of- 
fered and referred to the Rnles Com- 
uiittee for action: 

The following amqadment to Rule 
1, of the Rnlaa of Regulatlona of the 
Board of Bdnoatlon of Maysvllle, Ky., 
Is offered: 

To amend said rule by adding 
thereto the following: 

"It shall be the duty of the board 
to select a depository for the funds 
of the board at the regular meeting 
on the flrst Monday In Jannary In 
every even-Bwnberad year. 

"All the banks of the city, both 
^-tate and national, shall be invited 
to submit propositions for acting as 
such a depository. The bank sub- 
mitting the best proposition shall be 
selected as the depository for the 
funds of the hoard. The treaanrer of 
the board shall depoalt the funds in 
such depository." 

The following amendment Is also 
offered to the regulation headed 
"Treasurer," as shown on page 42, of 
the annual report o( the Mayavilie 
public schooU for 1916-1917: 

(1) To add after the word "board' 
in the aeoond line, the following: 
"and deposit such money In the de- 
poaitory selected by the board." 

(2) To amend the last line of the 
last paragraph, which now reads "he 
shall receive for hia aervlces the sum 
of |150 per year," to read: "He shall 
r<H:eive no compensation tor his ser- 
vice," ao that the paracraph when so 
auended shall read aa toUowa: 

TRBA8CRBR 
"It shall be the duty of the treas- 
urer to receive all money belonging 
to the l)oard and deposit such money 
In the depository selected by the 
board, and pay no orders but such as 
are drawn on him by aaid board and 
signed by the President and Secre- 
Ury, to ke«p a true and correct ac- 
count of all money received by and 
paid cut by him, to report to the 
board monthly the condition of the 
school fund, to give a good and suf- 
ficient bond in the sum of 120,000 for 
the faithful performance of bia du- 
ties, and at the upiratlon of bla term 
of office deliver to his aueeeiior all 
money, bllia paid and unpaid, bonda 
and all hooka and papers and ev- 
erything belonging to the Board of 
Education. 

"He shall receive no oompensation 
for hia aervlces."

WHY JAPAN 18 NOT DOING MORE 

Quit)! ot'tt'u oii(> licai-H Noincbody ask wiiy Japiui in not doing more 
in tliig war against Uurmany. 

Early in the conflict, it is romembrred, 'Japan did ooniiderablr 
lighting in the Icrritorv held in Chiini liy l!i'fiium niui fiiiiilly K"' 
awuy with about all there was of it liial wiih wot lh fighting for. Now, 
however, the little men of the land of the cherry l)loiMom have bei>n 
selling iirmy stores ol' every deseription to Wussia aii*1 other iiatioUH, 

The other day a distinguished Japanese, Doctor Toyokichi lyen- 
aga, speaking to the Rotarji Clnb of New York City on thh aubjeot, 
«aid:^ 

"Those who advocate in an easy iushiou the dispatch of 
■Japanese forces to SoMia for the purpose of rehabilitating 

the morale of liussiiin troops, completely ignore the psyoho- 
\ logy of the iiussiau people. 

"But the foremost of all questions is that of transporta- 
tion. Tlio Ti inis-Silx'i'iiiii TJnilroiui, tilt ho it may have seen a 
considerable iiuprovenieiit through the help of American 
engineers, is, I fear, still in a paralysed condition, or at least 
^ is overtfixed in hauling iicross Siberia the military provisions 
piled up mountain high in Vladivostok. The only alterna- 
tive, then, would be to transport Japanese troops by seit. But 
where ean you gel the rcfiuired shii)s'/ 

"In transporting a million Japanese soldiers — ^nothing 
less than this number would prove of any value — ^with all the 
necessary paraphernalia of war, it would probably rcciniif 
400,000 of tonnage, in other word.!, 1,000 oceangoing ships of 
4,000 tons." 

Following this up, the learned visitor said that it would take a 
of the available ships owned by his people two years to transport the 
requisite number of soldiers to Russia and in the meantime the ocean 
trade of the Pacific would be paralyzed. 

This explanation would be accepted as conclusive. At that, i 
is fortunate that Japan, with factories and her milliouE^ of skilled 
artisans, is able to furni.sli supplies in tremendous (|Urtntities to tli 
nations whose industries have been so terribly crippled by the war.-« 
Lexington Leader. 

^ \ ' ' THE RAILROADS 

, In all the recent railroad wage eontrovcr.sy the public has ha 
no fear of a strike. The panic that accompanied last year's strug 
gle between the roads and the brotheriioods has been wholly lack 
ing. The railroads have been docile (o govcriiiuent suKSestion. Tb( 
men have held out for higher wages, and opposed arbitration, hut 
they have not blustered and threatened as of yore. The few truculent 
utterances which h^ve come ftom them have not been taken ser- 
iously. 

Nobody blieves that any such representative body of Americans 
as the railroad brotherhoods would think of walking out and tying 
up the national transportation system at a time like this. They are 
presumably patriots first and trade unionists afterward. And every 
body, including the brotherhoods, knows that if they did walk out 
the president would immediately take possession of the railroads and 
commandeer the services of enough men to operate them. 

Resistance to federal authority is unthinkable. Uesistanee woub 
be treason. And if {iny hot-heads tried to resist, they would face the 
power of the United States army, which as now constituted wonid 
make a very respectable body of national policemen. 

Under the circumstances, it is perfectly safe to conclude that tb 
railroad situation is going to be Avorked out (piietly and peacefull.v 
Also satisfactorily. 

- The common impression is that the men deserve a wage raise, 
and that the roads need a fate raise. Nobody wants to see either 
the mei^ or the roads starved. The government, which already is 
virtually in control, must be fair to them. 

That is not only justice, but good policy. The railroads art 
indispensable and fundamental, it is far better to have their ser- 
vice rendered willingly, in recognition of generous- treatment, than 

grudgingly, under a sen.se of wrong.

Unless the v<4nnteering falls off, and the 
drafting is speeded nj), it will be a long time before the setieetive aer« 
vice men equal the number serving of their own free will.
